jets in President Johnson's party en route to 
Detroit the other day.

the so-called "back-up" jet for the Presidential 
party. Nor was the mishap, in itself, as grave as 
it might have been. The jet's passengers ap- 
parently were never in grave danger. 


But a disconcerting fact came to light in the 


incident: The Army general carrying the "foot- 
ball"—the code device by which the President of 
the United States can order nuclear weapons into 
action—was aboard the disabled jet. 


The plain meaning of this, at least for the 


period of the flight to Detroit, is that the nation's 
nuclear deterrent was, for all practical purposes, 
non-existent. Under existing law, that deterrent 
exists only ..so long as the President's finger is 
at all times within reach of the trigger—and as 
long as the Communists know he has the will as 
well as the way to use it. 


It is disturbing that the President, however 


temporarily, should have been without that 
wherewithal. It would be disturbing under any 
circumstance. It is doubly disturbing to read that 
the "football" was not with the President because 
there wasn't room aboard the smaller-than-usual 
jet he is using on the campaign trail. There was 
room for Mrs. Johnson, some Democratic Con- 
gressmen from Michigan, and a couple of officials 
of the AFL-CIO—but no room for the President's 
military aide and his vital, secret burden. 


Whoever assigns seats aboard the President- 


ial jet ought to have-the signals clear. Where the 
President goes, the "football" goes—even if some 
politicians have to be left behind. 


These Days

A Sick Society 


: - W e are hearing a lot these days about the coming 
of the Great Society. Though definitions of that happy 
consummation may differ, only a churl or a reprobate 
could really object to being propelled forward into a 
time of greatness. The relevant question of the mom- 
ent, however, must be posed thus: how do we attain a 
Great Society tomorrow when we are living in a Sick 
Society today? 


I do not doubt for a moment that most Americans 


are, basically, good and moral citizens. But, kowtowing 
to current standards of sophistication, people hesitate 
to. make themselves heard on the subject of morality. 
It is the tone of society, as expressed in a score of new 
and loathsome "sophisticated" conventions, that is 
sick. 


Does anyone doubt H? If so, how then ex- 


plain the sudden escalation of seemingly pointless 
violence in our society? A year or two ago teen-age 
bashes, while they were not to be condoned, were at 
least limited in their scope. Beer bottles were toss- 


. ed around on the' beach at Fort Lauderdale, Fla., 


by college boys and girls in spring vacation week. 
A house was wrecked at a fashionable Long Island 
beach resort. But now the bashes take on a mass 
flavor at points as far apart as New Hampshire and 
Oregon. 


Is this the end product of thirty years of permis- 


sive education? 
If so, then the sickness goes a long 


way back. And we are not on our way toward Great- 
ness. Contrariwise, we are headed for the jungle. 


Take the case of the spread of pornographic litera- 


ture. Any person who deals in public affairs gets on a 
great many mailing lists. But it is only within the past 
two years that the junk mail that pours in has come to 
contain scores of invitations to buy this or that erotic 
book or magazine. You can obtain Henry Miller's 
"Tropic of Cancer" or the memoirs of Fanny Hill al- 
most anywhere. The "philosophy" of the editor of 
Playboy Magazine, concocted out of a free and easy in- 
terpretation of the Kinsey Report statistics, is purity 
itself when compared to what you get in the less art- 
istic girlie publications. The night club comic spiels get 
dirtier and dirtier. New York's Third Avenue is now 
known as "Queen's Boulevard," the reference being to 
the homosexuals who openly parade along it. (And this 
in the Silk Stocking District, too.) When I lived in 
Greenwich Village thirty years ago the place was not 
known for its Puritanism. But the Age of Marijuana— 
or worse—had not yet dawned. 


The tone of the Sick Society is something that 


win not easily be altered hy any changing of the 
political guard in Washington. This is something that 
cats back of politics. Forty years ago Walter Lipp- 
mann tried to tackle the subject of moral relativism 
in a book called "A Preface to Morals." I recall 
Elmer Davis's one-line crack that the Lippmann 
book "is mosi useful where it Is most prefatory." 
Bat thing have retrogressed since then; today we 
haven't anything that is useful even as a preface to 
the subject of morality. We don't know how to deal 


„ with the teen-age rioters. We don't know how to 


take the permissiveness out of education. And, the 
liberal syndrome being what it is, we don't know 
how to close the mails or the magazine stands to 
pornographic literature. 


Our candidates for the Presidency are, each of 


them, fumbling for answers. Lyndon Johnson works 
Bibical references into his talks. Goldwater talks of a 
"dark cloud of corruption" in Washington, and promises 
a more moral tone to society if he is elected. Before 
November the electorate will be asked to choose be- 
tween the two candidates on moral grounds. But before 
going into that, it is relevant to point out that the Sick 
Society has infected both major political parties. If it 
hadn't been for one single Republican. Senator Williams 
of Delaware, nobody in either party would have pushed 
the Bobby Baker case. Certain Republican business men 
like the current Administration because they know the 
ins and outs of getting contracts through its bureau- 
cratic representatives. Well, who Is most to blame, the 
one who seeks the favors, or the one who passes them 
out? 


Some day we may witness the coming of the Great 


Society. But this columnist, for one. thinks the attitudes 
making for the Sick Society must be changed first

WASHINGTON-One sometimes 


sees a race in which the favorite 
horse jumps off to a lead of sev- 
eral lengths at the start and 
almost everybody in the stands 
immediately concludes it is all 
over — and then another horse 
moves up gradually and at the 
finish line just noses out the front- 
runner. 


This could describe the Presi- 


dential race now under way, pro- 
vided the current 
second-place 


runner really learns in time how 
to run for the highest office in 
the land and can overcome the 
handicaps 
of publicity against 


him which benefit his competitor. 


President Johnson has had a 


masterful job of publicity done in 
his behalf. From the moment he 
came into the White House on 
November 22, 1963, the eyes of 
the nation have been fastened on 
him. He has had at least seven 
months of uninterrupted opportun- 
ity—through TV, radio and the 
press — to present a favorable 
image of himself to the people 
and to capitalize on the Apolitical 
assets developed by his predeces- 
sor, without assuming many of 
the liabilities. 


The Republican Party, on the 


other hand — being disorganized, 
as an opposition party usually is— 
did not make use of the same 
facilities of expression available 
to it. The opposition, of course, 
does not have the benefit of the 
vast governmental machine which 
engages in many a politically 
motivated action of an 
official 


nature and pours out statements 
on almost every conceivable sub- 
ject that could affect the voters. 
Some day the party out of power 
will learn how to organize a 
continuing opposition to carry on 
every day of every year. This is 
done effectively in Great Britain. 


It is not at all surprising, there- 


fore, that many of the public- 
opinion polls today 
show Mr. 


Johnson in the lead by a sub-

stantial margin. 
The polls have 


been wrong before—even as re- 
cently as the California Repub- 
lican primary in June—but they 
do not reflect a simple fact of life 
in politics. 
It is that whoever 


occupies the White House has 
from the outset of a campaign a 
long lead on any rival candidate 
and can be dislodged only if there 
is a strong protest or negative 
vote. 
This usually turns out to 


be more of an accumulation of 
grievances over things that are 
being blamed on the incumbent 
administration 
than necessarily 


an expression in favor of the 
rival candidate. 


Already the Democratic politi- 


cians, with their private polls, are 
discounting the "cross-over" vote, 
but this, of course, is something 
of which they can't be sure. Sur- 
prises have occurred again and 
again in American political his- 
tory. 
Favorites do not always 


win, as was evidenced last week 
when a favorite, Governor Pea- 
body of Massachusetts, was beat- 
en for renominafcion in the Demo- 
cratic primary even though he 
had the endorsement of the Ken- 
nedy family. Maybe the private 
polls were wrong there, too. 


Mr. Johnson seems to have a 


good chance to be elected — he 
certainly is the favorite in the 
betting today—but he can't be too 
sure of victory. For nobody knows 
the extent of the protest vote, and 
no polls can accurately reflect 
it. The issues are such that many 
people prefer not to indicate their 
leanings to anybody. Some are 
silent through fear, and others 
don't like to argue with their 
neighbors, and least of all to talk 
to interviewers for poils. 
Mr. 


Johnson has had experience with 
close elections and is likely, there- 
fore, to keep on running hard till 
the last day of the campaign.

thoughts. Two reasons, both deal- 
ing with personal finances, are 
responsible for the general change 
of heart among many of this 
group. 


The first is the fact that recent 


federal 
employes' 
pay 
raises 


have increased their annual in- 
comes by $7,000 to $10,000. T h e 
second is that under the federal 
retirement 
system, 
they 
must 


serve five years in order to be 
eligible to receive liberal benefits. 


If they serve five years and 


meet age requirements, they will 
be eligible for immediate monthly 
retirement benefit payments. For 
those who ar>; younger, they may 
serve five years and defer their 
monthly retirement checks until 
they reach age 62 — an attractive 
supplement to Social Security re- 
tirement payments they can build 
up in private employment. 


These 
factors 
are 
keeping 


many of the executives in govern- 
ment for the five-year period re- 
quired. By that time, many will 
have built their professional and 
personal lives around Washington 
officialdom and probably will find 
other reasons for not leaving. 


The Bobby Baker case will get 


some more headlines, but unless 
the disclosures can pinpoint a 
direct connection with Mr. John- 
son himself, there is not likely to 
be much mileage in that issue 
for the Republicans. 


Mr. Johnson had a tough task 


in a political sense when he took 
over the Presidency. He had to 
sell himself quickly as a stable, 
effective leader. 
Being an ex- 


perienced 
politician with some 


veteran political experts surround- 
ing him, he has been able to line 
up not only the local politicians 
but 
a 
few executives in 
big 


business. The rush to support Mr. 
Johnson by some of the benefici- 
aries of government contracts and 
of other financial outlays in vari- 
ous communities has been notice- 
able. 


In the last analysis, however, 


the big question is whether the 
undercurrent of protest against 
the conditions produced by the 
rise in crime, by "civil rights" 
riots and by federal intrusion into 
community life is strong enough 
to swing to the Republican side 
the bulk of the "undecided" vote 
—as the pollsters call it—and to 
recover some of those who at 
f i r s t deserted (he Republican 
nominee. 


Senator Goldwater has less than 


two months in which to make his 
campaign. He can't just try to 
counter he platitudes uttered by 
his opponent with his own set 
of platitudes. But he can articu- 
late the protest and discontent in 
the country on a variety of sub- 
jects—among them a depreciating 
dollar and a disintegrating foreign 
policy that could bring on a big 
war. But explaining persuasively 
the significance of these points to 
the average man, the Republican 
nominee may increase substan- 
tially the percentage of the vote 
he has today and perhaps fool the 
pollsters in November.

Does Sugar Intake Affect Heart Conditions? 


Is it too much fat or too much 


sugar ' in the diet that causes 
hardening of the arteries? Dr. 
John Yudkin, professor of nutri- 
tion and dietetics at the Univer- 
sity of London, says those who 
have heart attacks consume more 
sugar . than do the control sub- 
jects. His conclusion: "People 
who take more sugar in tea or 
coffee are far more likely to have 
heart attack than those who take 
little." 


He asserts this is the first time 


the diet of heart patients has been 
shown to differ in any way from 
that of normal people. Much re- 
search points to an association be- 
tween the development of coro-

of blood cholesterol, the blood 
pressure, body weight, and cigaret 
consumption.

The Mad Marquis 


By John Crosby 


LONDON 


The two biggest stage hits in 


London at present are "Othello" 
by that Shakespeare fellow, who 
is having one of the longest birth- 
day parties in history (getting to 
be a bit of a bore, too), and— 
now hold onto your hats here— 
"The Persecution and Assassina- 
tion of Marat As Performed By 
the Inmates of the Asylum of 
Charenton Under the Direction of 
the Masquis de Sade." 


It's performed by the brilliant 


repertory company of the Royal 
Shakespeare Society who have 
drifted 
quite a distance 
from 


Shakespeare under its two great 
directors. Peter Hall and Peter 
Brook. "Marat/Sade," as every- 
one now calls it, is a play within 
a play. De Sade, who gave the 
world the word sadism, ended his 
life 
in the 
Charenton asylum 


where, as therapy, the patients 
were permitted to perform the- 
atrical entertainments written and 
directed by the infamous Mar- 
quis. 


Because of the excesses and 


fantasies 
of 
his 
writings, 
de 


Sade's real importance as a think- 
er has been obscured. He was an 
enormously 
prolific 
writer 
(18 


novels, 24 plays, tons of fables, 
memoirs, journals, and political 
pamphlets) 
and 
a 
disturbingly 


honest thinker on the nature of 
man. 


Two things strike you as this 


strange entertainment—and its's 
very entertaining—unfolds on the 
stage of the Aldwych. You are 
struck again and again by the 
extreme lucidity of this insane 
man, de Sade. Born 100 years 
before Freud, he wrote on the 
nature of the human animal with 
a totally objective honesty, like 
a biologist examining an ant. His 
thoughts march towards you with 
a formal precision and limpid 
clarity, stripped of a!J sentiment, 
which is the special glory of 
French prose. 


The other thing is how the 


sanity of this insane man comes 
across 
with 
redoubled 
clarity 


when it is expressed by lunatics— 
or rather actors playing lunatics. 
The actors have a hell of a 
problem. First they must be nuts, 
then bad actors, then individual 
humans. 
Glenda Jackson, who 


plays Charlotte Corday, the girl 
who stabbed Marat to death in 
his bathtub, gives an excellent 
performance as a bad actress lit 
by an inner fire of certainty and 
sincerity of purpose. That's not 
easy. 


The very strangeness of pres- 


entation focuses and holds the 
attention of the audience on de 
Sade's ideas in a way that con- 
ventional treatment would never 
do. There are some very long 
speeches of pure philosophy, on 
the destructive nature of revolu- 
tions, the imprisonment of many 
in his own fearsome body. An 
audience would get very restive 
indeed if these had been cloaked 
in a conventional three-act play. 


The relevance to right now is 


inescapable. The play within a 
play is performed right in front 
of you. the modern audience, but 
with a special audience also of 
early nineteenth century French, 
including 
the director 
of 
the 


asylum, who sit at the side of the 
stage. France then might be said 
to be roughly at the same stage 
of its revolution that Russia is 
now. The excesses of the revolu- 
tion were deplored, but still were 


so uncomfortably close that peo- 
ple didn't want to be reminded 
of them. 


The Stalins of the French Revo- 


lution, the Robespierres, Marats. 
and Dantons, were dead but nev- 
ertheless one had to be careful. 
The director of the asylum, M. 
Coulmier, keeps interrupting the 
action, trying to censor the play, 
which adds an extra dimension 
of intolerance. 


There are flashes of exquisite 


irony. A sex maniac, detailed to 
play Charlotte Corday's lover, 
keeps trying to rape the girl 
while protesting the purity of his 
love. That, of course, Is exactly 
de Sade's point, that under noble 
protestations lurks a cruel bestial- 
ity, which applies most forcibly 
to all politics, especially to revo- 
lutions. 


"Marat/Sade" has stirred up a 


storm of quite contemporary in- 
tolerance here which has only 
succeeded in making it very hard 
to get tickets. One of the direc-
